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HE new factory of Gypsum and 
Bricks, Ltd., at Lisnaboe, Kings- 
court, which was formally opened this 
month by Mr. Sean MacKEntee, Minister 
for Finance, ig already providing employ- 
ment for sixty people in the prodpction 
of plaster of Paris. 

A similar industry was carried on there 
about three years ago, but was abandoned. 
Now, with the protection afforded by the 
Government, high hopes are entertained 
that the present enterprise will be crowned 
with success. The surrounding district is 
rich in the rock used for the making of 
plaster; the most modern machinery has 
been installed in the factory, and a rail- 
way link with the Great Southern line 
has been laid direct into the works. 

' The chairman of the company is Mr. 
Michael Creedon; the secretary, Mr. W. 
J, Stanley, and the manager, Mr. W. 
Scott. 
» Mr. Michael Creedon, discussing the 
ition of the company, said that the 
actory was the only one for the manufac- 
ture of plaster of Paris in this country. 
The company formed some time ago was 
almost wholly Irish; more than per 
cent. of its capital was Irish, and 99 per 
cent. of its personnel was made up of 
Irish nationals, and 100 per cent. of the 
mineral from which the plaster was manu- 
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| factáred was mined within a few yards 
from the factory. They had a very large 
deposit of gypsum of the very best quality 
on their own property, and they held the 
mining rights over the adjoining town- 
lands where the deposits extended. 

The success of that enterprise, he said, 
was all the more arresting when it was 
realised that for generations plaster had 
been imported into this country, and up 
to a few months ago not one ounce of 
Fe was manufactured here. Now their 
actory was capable of meeting the entire 
demand of the home trade, with the sole 
exception of a very small guantity of 
what was known as dental plaster. The 
directors intended to instal machinery to 
produce this plaster also. 

The Government had guaranteed them a 
long-term loan, and by the imposition of 
a tariff on imported plaster had given the 
concern the assistance it chiefly needed. 
The imposition of the tariff did not mean 
an advance in the price to the home con- 
sumer. Although manufacturers in Eng- 
land, in order to meet competition here 
from the Continent, reduced their prices 
very considerably, the new Irish company 
was charging only the reduced price for 
their plaster, and in some parts of the 
country the price was less than the charge 
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of the tariff, and was less than the price 
actually obtaining at the moment in 
various large centres in England. 

A new industry such as that could not 
compete with the powerfal combines both 
in England and on the Continent without 
some form of protection. He was glad to 
be able to say that with the co-operation of 
the Great Southerh Railways their freights 
to Galway and other western ports had 
been reduced in order to counteract foreign 
competition. 

Ali of their workers were local men, and 
trained by their manager, Mr. Scott, who 
was the only non-national in the com- 
pany’s employment, and to whose manage- 
ment and competency the company chiefly 
owed its success.

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FARM HOUSES 


The Vice-President of the Executive 
Council, Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, in a 
recent debate in Dail Eireann on housing 
conditions, made the following statement 


regarding the improvement effected in 


small houses throughout the country :— 

Grants to the amount of £176,354 ha.e 
been paid i respect of houses recon- 
structed by small farmers and agricu}tural 
labourers. The naturo of reconstruction 
work done varied with local cunditions. 
For instance, in West Cork and South 
Kerry areas almost all the houses which 
are in process of reconstruction are old 
masonry-built structures roofed with local 
slate. The windows of these houses were 
invariably very small; the height of 
upper rooms in many instances inadequate 
and unceiled, and timber work through- 
out rough afid worn with long and hard 
wear. It has been found in practice that 
where the existing house is sount ex- 


spend money in the reconstruction and 
improvement of the existing dwelling than 
to build: a modern new house. In cases 
where the upper storey is very low the 
walls are raised. The upper rooms are 
ceiled and properly partitioned, and in 
re-roofing the existing slates are invariably 
re-used. Concrete floors are substituted 
for earthen floors, and timber work re- 
newed as regtired. In some areas 
thatch roofs which necessarily require 
attention frequently, are being removed 
and replaced with either native slates 
or concrete tiles of Saorstát manufacture 
with the assistance of the reconstruction 
grant.

To be sure, it is 
dear; but it lasts for generations, and can 
descend from mother to daughter through 
the ages. Irish lace is one of the heritages 
in which we should rejoice. 


Medieval Amplifiers 


I have noticed in many ruins of ancient 
churches in certain. parts of the walls 
small sections evidently deliberately cut 
out. It was not, however, until recently, 
when I visited old Saint Audoen’s, in 
High street, that I discovered they were 
not, as I had thought, merely for ventila- 
tion purposes. In those far-off days, Mr. 
Donovan, the warden, explained, the 
acoustics trouble was much more difficult 
to surmount than in our time. Accord- 
ingly, into these holes were “inserted 
Jarge, bowl-shaped, glass fittings, which 
did duty as amplifiers. Saint Audoen’s 
was said to have been the first parish 
church erected in the twelfth century by 
the Anglo-Normans, Audoen being a saint 
much venerated in Normandy, where there 
are many churches dedicated to him. *This 
was the church which the Mayor and 
Corporation attended im ancient days on 
occasions of state. In 1617 we find men- 
tion of the fact that the Royal Regiment 
of Guards contributed £150 for its repair- 
ing and beautifying; in return for which 
the whole corps was to be admitted to all 
the privileges of the parishioners for a 
term of forty-one years. This corps fought 
first on the side of King James II., and 
later took service in France after the 
Treaty of Limerick. The parishioners of 
Saint Audoen’s, early in the nineteenth 
century, had the roof of the chancel and a 
aire part of*the nave removed, they not 

ing sufficient in numbers to subscribe 
for the repairs necessary at the time. 
Here there are many curious monuments 
of those distant days and ‘the graves of 
numerous notable personages of their 
time. About fifty feet from the northern 
wall of the church is St. Audoen’s Atch, 
the most interesting relic of the ancient 
fortifications of old Dublin, being part of 
the inner wall built by the citizens when 
Edward Bruce threatened the city. The 
arch was at one time surmounted by a 
tower, which in 1764 became the office of 
the Kreeman’s Journal, The issue of this 
paper dated September iith, 1764, con- 
tains the following: “ Printed by order of 
the Committee at their own printing office 
over St. Audoen’s Arch, near Cook 
street.”’

The land was given to Doyle by a soldier 
who fought in the American Civil War, and 
after Doyle had owned it for some time, wells 
were sunk, and the land was found to he 
rich in oil, Nine wells were sunk, and these, 
at ous ee , yie 27,000 barrels a day. 
The ie amily’s fortune was made, and 


now Mr, Cahill has come to Ireland to take 
in connection with the estate «i 
El le, the last member of the family. 


Patrick left a widow, son, and three 
Me rie of them married, and Ellen 
died last year. At that time she had seeuri- 
ties and cash totalling one million dollars. 


CLAIMS 


Mr. Cahill represents the descendants of 
Patrick McGuan, Doylé’s brother-in-law. 
There are a number of claimants on this side 
of the family, and the State of Kansas is 
contesting all claims on the grounds that the 
money should go to the school fund of the 
State. 

The story of Patrick Doyle’s fortune is 
this: He was born in County Carlow in 
1816, and emigrated to the United States 
when fourteen After marrying Mary 
MecGuan, a native of County Clare in St. 
Louis, he became a bar-tencer, anh while 
working m Leavenworth, Kansas, he had 
among his customers a soldier who had fought 
in the Civil War. When this soldier was 
discharged from the army he received a grant 
of land from the Government, and it was 
this he traded to Doylé, who by that time 
owned the saloon in which he worked, for 
the whiskey and the cancellation of his debt.» 

Doyle moved his family on to the un- 
developed land at Florence, Kansas, and 
steadily added more land to his holding, 
which, at his death, covered 800 acres. The 
locating of oil and the land boom made the 
family’s fortune.

The Elec- 
Supply Board is now a 
profit-making institution ; its debt to the 
State gradually is being repaid, and many 
of the high hopes of its original sponsors 
are being realised. Up to the present it 
has been, admittedly, a costly luxury, but

When the 
E.S.B. was forced back upon the use of 
the Pigeon House steam station as an 
alternative source of power, it took a retro- 
grade step—a step that never was contem- 
plated, and never ought to have been 
88a) It redeemed the error this 
year when, after long negotiations, it gave 
‘its’ approval to the Griffith-Moynihan- 
Kettle scheme of Liffey development. The 
E.8.B. will not be able to make full use 
of this new and excellent scheme for some 
years after its completion—unless, of 
“course, the demand for current increases 
at an even more rapid rate. Nevertheless, 
before very long the combined output of 
the Shannon and of the Liffey will be in. 
sufficient to meet the Free State’s needs; 
and it behoves Mr. R. F. Browne and his 
colleagues of the Board to cast their eyes 
forward to that time. Now that the Free 
State has committed herself so far to 
hydro-electrical development, there can 
be no retreat. In her rivers—and, 
according to many experts, in her bogs— 
she has an almost endless repository of 
electrical power. It is her business to 
make full use of that gigantic repository. 
Ireland's wealth of natural resources is 
still virtually untapped, and its “ exploita- 
tion ' ought to be the first task of those 
statesmen whose ambition is to render her 
self-sufficient. The experts of the E.S.B. 
need not fear that elaborate projects for 
the use of the rivers and bogs are too 
visionary ; for the need of such projects 
may have arisen long before anybody 
expects it to arrive. Who ever thought 
that the Shannon would have been in- 
sufficient for the country’s needs by 1933? 

For the moment, however, it is another 
aspect of the electrical situation which 
will appeal most strongly to the ordinary 
citizen. He sees only that the Electricity 
Supply Board is now in the habit of 
making profits, and he is beginning to ask 
himself when the price of current wil] be 
reduced. We recognise that the national 
electricity undertaking has had an ex- 
pensive infancy—that it has been, in fact, 
a great deal more costly. than it was in- 
tended to be.

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There are definite signs that emigration 
has begun again, though its present volume 
must remain a matter for guesswork. 
Irish emigrants no longer seek the United 
States, where a careful record was kept of 
their numbers, but are crossing to Great 
Britain in search of work. Speaking on 
Tuesday at the annual meeting of the Cork 
County Vocational Education Committee, 
the Rev. F. McCarthy described conditions 
in his own parish, and said that the 
tendency for young men and women to 
emigrate to Great Britain had become “ au 
epidemic.’’ ~So far as the South is con- 
cerned, his remarks, seem to be “true 
enough. In County Cork the number of 
young men seeking work in the Royal Navy 
led, indirectly, to the murder of Admiral 
Somerville ; for it was common knowledge 
that many people besides himself "were 
being approached continually for “ charac- 
ters.’’ Not only the Navy and the Army, 
but many British industries and—sadly 
enough—the Labour Exchanges, are draw- 
ing recruits from Ireland; and the 
immediate reason is not hard to find. 
Owing to the '“ economic war,” farming 
is in a deplorable condition. The farmers 
themselves are in a bad plight, and the 
farm labourers share their misfortunes— 
at the best they get low wages, and at the 
worst they get neither wages nor work. It 
is no wonder that they should try to 
“better themselves ” abroad; and, as 
America now is closed to them, the only 
remaining hope is Great Britain. Fianna 
Fdil’s policy must take the blame for a 
great deal of this situation ; but it would 
be unjust to blame it for everything. 
Emigration, a natural and even a good 
tendency in most countries, is a chronic 
evil so far as Ireland has been concerned, 
and perhaps it was too much to hope that 
so deeply-rooted a habit could be stopped 
easily. Nevertheless, when the United 
States at last closcd her doors there was 
a chance that the drain on our population 
would be brought to an end. During the 
last few years, indeed, the numbers have 
begun to increase for the first :-me in 
almost a century; and the new factories 
of Mr. Lemass could have played a useful 
part in absorbing the young men and 
women who now were staying at home. As 
events have turned out, of course, the new 
factories have not even been able to make 
good the decay in agriculture, and the un- 
employment figures would be much larger 
if emigration had not begun again. We do 
not pretend to say whether the present 
exodus to Great Britain is serious or not, 
because any judgment is impossible in the 
absence of details. Reports from various 
parts of the country, however, show that 
many young people of both sexes are leav- 
ing the Free State for Great Britain, and 
some official attempt should be made to find 
out the actual position. At the present 
time it is even more important than 
before to stop emigration by providing 
work at home. In former days the Irish 
emigrants to America were reasonably sure 
to find employment when they arrived 
there ; but many recent emigrants are dis- 
covering, too late, that there is no such 
guarantee now either in America or in 
Great Britain. 


The Olympic Games 


Next week the Olympic Games will 
begin in Berlin, where the most elaborate 
preparations are being made to welcome 
the great throng of visitors that is ex- 
pected to be present. Whatever may be 
said or thought about Nazi Germany, one 
thing cannot be denied: the Germans, 
once they undertake a job, generally do 
it thoroughly. On this occasion they are 
on their mettle. There has been so much 
adverse criticism of the Hitler régime that 
the authorities are more than anxious to 
do everything in their power to ensure the 
success of the Olympic Games, and 
certainly they do not seem to have spared 
themselves any trouble. The visiting 
athletes, who are the pick of the world’s 
youth, are being accommodated in a 
specially built Olympic village, on the 
Los Angeles model ; but the Germans are 
going much farther than the Americans 
went, They are so particular concerning 
the comfort of their guests that.all motor 
cars entering the Olympic village, bring 
ing food supplies and the like. must be 
driven by electricity in order that there 
shall be no unnecessary noise to disturb 
the slumbers or peace of mind of the rest- 
ing gladiators. Everything else has been 
planned on the same elaborate scale. 
Money has been spent like watey and 
there is little doubt that next week's 
games in Berlin will leave all previous 
records standing. It really is a great pity 
that the Irish Free State will not be repre- 
sented at the Olympic Games. At Los 
Angeles this country secured two wins—an 
enormous percentage in comparison with 
the size ot its team ; and at Berlin it even 
might have done better. Dr, O'Callaghan 
still is hors concours when it comes to 
throwing the hammer. He made a throw 
the other day that would have given him 
an easy victory at the Olympic Games, 
and he easily might have established a 
world’s record. Mr. Tisdall, who was 
anxious to run for his native country. 
would have had a very good chance in the 
hurdles ; and in the equestrian events our 
representatives probably would have won 
at least two prizes. If Limerick Lace is 
not the best horse in the world, we have 
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few. competitors in the Berlin contest for, 


the world’s title that could defeat him 
over the exacting courses which they wil! 
be required to cover. The whole dispute 
that has kept our representatives out of 
ithe Olympic Games is ‘almost incredibly 
petty. It is too late now to do anything 
about 1t for Berlin ; but we hope sincerely 
that the Siti idebanity. will be taken to 
settle’ at.

Eight thousand Canadians gave the King 
the most warm-hearted demoustration of his 
reign yesterday. ‘Ihey were the Canadian 
war piigrims, who were invited to a special 
garden party at Buckingham 
which the Duke and Duchess of Gloucester 
acted as host and hostess. Ihe King came 
unexpectedly into the grounds aíter the 
party had begun. The pilgrims formed a 
cheering mass around His Majesty. 

Girls cried: ‘‘Good old Teddy,” and 
struggled to get near the King to pat him on 
the wack, Several’ times the Kmg was 
nearly mobbed. Then rain fell for half-an- 
hour. 

The lawns were quickly cleared, and tea 
tents crowded Rain was still falling when 
the King left the Royal tea-tent and walked 
back to the palace. There the King, bare- 
headed, in a grey morning suit with a white 
gardenia in htm buttonhole. came out on to 
the balcony amid an outburst of cheering 
that lasted for five minutes. Holding up his 
hands for silence, the King said: ‘* Old 
comrades, and friends from Canada, none of 
us who were present at the wonderful cere- 
mony at Vimy on Sunday can ever possrbly 
forget it. For me personally my recollections 
will always be very vivid, because it brought 
me in contact again with so many Canadians, 
and brought back memories to me not only of 
the Canadian corps during the war, but also 
of my four visits to the Dominions. It was a 
very beautiful and moving occasion, but it 
was inevitably tinged with sadness. ‘To-day 
we meet in less solemn, and certainly happier, 
circumstances, although 1 am sorry to say in 
somewhat damper circumstances.”

“And if the Commission is satisfied 
that any such grievances are well- 
founded, to make recommendations for 
their removal and for the prevention of 
their recurrence.”’ 


ORDER FIRST MUST BE

‘‘Tt is not yet possible to state on what 
date the Commission will leave for Pales- 
tine,’’ Mr. Ormsby-Gore added, “ bat it 
in not proposed that: the Commission 
should begin its work in Palestine until 
order has been restared there. 

‘‘ 4s regards the suggestion that there 
should be a temporary suspension of im- 
migration while the Commission is carry- 
ing out its inguiry, I am unable to add 
anything to the full reply which I gave 
on July 22nd.” 

Colonel -Wedgwood (Labuur): “ What 
are the grounds for this humiliating, and 
almost insulting, exclusion of members 
of this House from membership of the 
Royal Commission? Is there any pre- 
cedent for the exclusion of members of 
this honourable House from a Royal Com- 
mission, and, further; why is the House 
of Lords contributing as Chairman one 
whose record and connections are strongly 
pro-Muslem ?”’ 


UNFAIR SUGGESTION 


Mr. Ormsby-Gore replied, warmly: 
“I resent very strongly the suggestion 
that any member of this Commission is 
either pro-Jew or pro-Arab or anti- 
Jew or anti-Arab. Lord Peel has served 
the State in many offices in the course 
of a long public career with noted im-

BRITAIN MAKES A MOVE 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Wednesday. 


The result of the three-cornered fight 
between Great Britain, Finland and 
Japan for the honour of staging the 
twelfth Olympiad in 1940, will be 
announced by the International Olympic 
Committee some’ time between now and 
Saturday, when the Olympic Games will 
be opened here. 

Japan is particularly anxious for the 
decision to go in her favour; for the year 
1940 will mark the 2,600th anniversary 
of the founding of the Japanese Empire, 
and the Games would form part of the 
celebrations. 

Finland has long nursed the ambition 
of holding he. Games, and the athletic 
authérities have left ‘no stone unturned 
in their -efforts to secure the 1940 
Olympiad. 

A considerable amount of feeling has 
been aroused, both in Japan and Finland, 
at Great Britain’s late.decision to make 
application for the Games. It was con- 
demned by Mr. Ryozo Hiranuma, Presi- 
dent of tlie Japanese A.A4.A., as an un- 
sportsmanlike.” action. The feeling in 
ay it is understood, is that Great 
Britain really wants to stage the Games 
of 1944, and her application for the 1940 
event is merely a move for that purpose. 

In some quarters in Finland Britain’s 
action is regarded as a help to Finland. 
It is felt that several countries which pre- 
viously intended casting their vote in 
favour of Japan— Australia, for instance— 
will now support England, thereby in- 
creasing Finland’s chances. England’s 
chances of staging the Games are not con- 
sidered bright. 


FLAG NOT TO BE DIPPED 


The fear that the U.S. custom of not 
dipping the American flag at the Olympic 
Games opening ceremony might: be con- 
strued in Germany as an insult to Herr 
Hitler has caused Mr. Avery Brundage, 
President of the American Olympic 
Council, to express the hope that the fact 
that it is against the U.S. Army regula- 
tions, will. be given due publicity in 
Germany. 

Mr. Brundage told Reuter that he did 
not wish anyone to jump to any false con- 
clusions when the lag was not dipped as 
the American athletes passed Herr Hitler's 
tribune. 


BOXERS SENT HOME 


Two more members of the U.S. Olympic 
Team have been suspended. They are 
both boxers, Howell King, of Detroit, and 
Joe Church, of New York, and they have 
been sent home “' for misdemeanour.”’ 

They will leave to-morrow in the s.s.

AMBUSH IN

HOW CONSTABLE 
WAS KILLED 


ARABS' HEAVY LOSSES 
IN FIGHTING

JERUSALEM, Wednesday. 


GRAPHIC account of how a British 

police constable, Christopher Wren, 

of Northampton, met his death in a road- 

side battle with armed Arabs, near Nablus, 

yesterday, was given to Reuter’s Corre- 
spondent to-day. 

Wren, with two other British constables, 
named Thompson and Farrar, and Police- 
Sergeant McLeod, was on patrol duty in 
the hills around Nablus. As their car 
passed an Arab village, on the outskirts 
of Nablus, they saw a party of eight men 
run across the road. The men dived into 
cover, and immediately started firing at 
the police car. 

The police leapt out of the car and into 
a ditch, which, however, afforded little 
protection. As the four men were facing 
the attack more shots were fired from the 
other side of the road. One of these 
bullets hit Constable Wren in the back, 
and he died almost immediately. 

On instructions from Sergeant McLeod, 
Constable Thompson returned to the car 
to fetch military reinforcements. As he 
was turning in the narrow road there was 
a hail of bullets from the snipers. 

Thompson was hit in the hand, but he 
drove on, and brought back reinforcements 
in the nick of time. The semaining two 
members of the British party had only a 
few rounds left between them. 

It was later found that the constables 
had killed three of their adversaries. Three 
more were killed by the military and one 
was captured. Another Arab escaped. 

Constable Wren is the second British 
constable to die in the Palestine disturb- 
ances.

CONSTRUCTION TO BEGIN 


NEXT YEAR

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

While Sir Samuel Hoare was announc- 
ing in the House of Commons this after- 
noon the British Government’s decision 
regarding the two battleships of the 1936 
programme, Admiral William H. Stand- 
ley, Acting Secretary of the United States 
Navy, was making a somewhat similar 
announcement over here. 

He informed a conference of Pressmen 
that he “had not the slightest doubt ”’ 
that the United State would begin the con- 
struction of two battleships next year. 
“ Probably we shall want to give the con- 
tract out some time this autumn,” he said. 

Under the Naval Appropriation Act, 
during the fiscal vear ending June 30th, 
1937, the United States cannot commence 
new battleships unless some other Power 
does. 

Admiral Standley added that the actual] 
decision to commence battleships would 
depend upon evidence that Britain or some 
other Power had. begun construction. 

He predicted that the new ships, if and 
when laid down, would show changes in 
armour, speed and guns, as no battleship 
had been constructed for fifteen years.

LABOUR LEADER AND 
A. NEW TRIAL 


i R. WILLIAM NORTON (Labour, 

Kildare) asked President de Valera 
in the Dail yesterday whether, in view of 
the declaration of Michael Conway that he 
was prepared to defend himself and submit 
rebutting evidence in a civil court, he 
would indicate if the Executive Council 
would take steps to ensure that the 
sentence imposed by the Constitution 
(Special Powers) Tribunal would not be 
carried into effect, and that Conway would 
be afforded an opportunity of a trial before 
a judge and jury. 

[Michael Conway, 23. Mary street, 
Clonmel, it will be recalled, was sentenced 
to death by the Military Tribunal for the 
murder of John Egan, of Dungarvan, on 
April 26th last. The Executive Council 
later commuted the sentence to one of 
penal servitude for life. ] 

The PRESIDENT, replying, said that 
the Executive Council was satisfied that 
Michael Conway was given a fair trial, 
and that every opportunity was afforded to 
him to submit evidence on his behalf if he 
had so desired. The Executive Council 
accordingly held that there was no reason 
for reopening the case, even if it were 
legally possible to do so. 


1931 AND NOW 


Mr. NORTON—Can the President say 
why it is now right and proper to arraign 
a man on the capital charge before the 
Tribunal, seeing that in 1931 he was 
opposed to this Tribunal being given any 
such powers in respect of life and death? 

The PRESIDENT said that his view in 
1931 was that he did not trust the Execu- 
tive Council of that day with these powers. 
He indicated that still another line of 
policy was possible, and the change was 
due to tho fact that that change of policy 
had been tried, as the Government had 
tried to make it possible for all sections 
of the community to be represented freely 
in Parliament, and without any appeal to 
force to settle their differences between 
them. If the deputy: wanted to discuss it 
in its entirety he. suggested that he should 
take it up on the adjournment. 

Mr. NORTON said that this was the 
same objectionable Tribunal that was 
objected to by the President in 1931, and 
that it had acquired no virtues in the 
meantime, 


CONSTITUTED BY LAW 


The SPEAKER said that the Military 
Tribunal was a Court duly constituted by 
the Oireachtas, and could not be discussed 
in this way. 

Mr.. NORTON—That is a tragedy in 
itself. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) 
asked was any member of the Court a 
lawyer of experience. 

PRESIDENT—The deputy understands 
the constitution of the Tribunal just as 
well as I do. If this matter is to be raised 
at all, let it be raised on the adjournment, 
or some time that it can be thrashed out. 

Mr. NORTON—In the meantime, can 
we be told by the President if any person 
with qualifications such as would entitle 
him to act as a judge in a civil court sat 
in judgment on Conway ? 


A SEPARATE QUESTION 


PRESIDENT—I can only repeat. that 
deputies understand thoroughly the com- 
position of the Court. The Court has been 
sitting and trying various cases over a 
considerable period, and any unprejudiced 
person looking at the conduct by that 
Tribunal of cases submitted to them must 
come to the conclusion that if a person is 
not guilty of an offence he certainly will 
get before that Tribunal as good a chance 
of acquitting himself as before another 
Court. 

Mr. NORTON—Why was there a distinc- 
tion in this case? Why was this man tried 
by the Military Tribunal, while in other 
cases apparently somewhat similar the 
persons charged were tried by a civil 
court / 

The SPEAKER—That is a separate ques- 
tion, and a much wider one. 

PRESIDENT—I am prepared to meet 
the deputy either on a public motion in 
the Dail or on the adjournment. 

Mr. NORTON—We will find an oppor- 
tunity of raising it in that way.

I N.view of to-day’s conference between re- 
presentatives of the Dublin’ Port. and 
Docks Board, and other local authorities 
who are concerned with the development 
of Dublin bridges, it may be interesting to 
recall certain events which preceded the 
enactment of the Dublin Port and Docks 
(Bridges) Act, 1929. 

When the Port and Docks Board decided 
that the reconstruction of Butt Bridge 
had become necessary, and framed a 
private bill to enable them to proceed with 
the work, an alternative scheme for the 
extension of Amiens street and the pro- 
vision of a bridge immediately on the 
eastern side of the Customs House was 
strongly advocated and received the 
support of Mr. Cosgrave, as President of 
the Executive Council. The result of Mr. 
Cosgrave’s action was that the whole 
matter was referred to a special Committee 
of members of the Dail, under the chair- 
manship of Professor Thrift. Having 
surveyed the whole position, that Com- 
mittee recommended that Butt Bridge 
should be reconstructed, subject to the 
specific understanding that a transporter 
bridge should also be provided to connect 
Guild street with Cardiff lane—a point 
which immediately adjoins the L.M. and 
S. Company’s berthage. 

Accordingly Section 4 of the Act 
embodied this agreement; and other 
sections provided: (1) that plans and 
estimates for the transporter bridge should 
be submitted to the Minister for Local 
Government “ not later than 12 months 
after the passing of the Act ”; and (2) 
that the transporter bridge should be pro- 
ceeded with within seven years from the 
passing of the Act, subject to the provision 
that the Minister íor Local Government, 
with the approval of the Oireachtas, might 
extend the statutory period for a further 
three years. 


ALTERNATIVE TO 
“ TRANSPORTER ” 


The Committee’s decision to provide for 
a “ transporter ’’ type of bridge, with 
‘‘ gondolas,’’ met with vigorous opposition 
during the Dail debates, and with very 
strong adverse criticisms from the Press 
and public. As a result of this opposition 
it would appear from a published state- 
ment made last year by the engineer-in- 
chief of the Port and Docks Board that the 
‘" transporter ” scheme had been aban- 
doned in favour of a ‘rise and fall ”. 
structure with an elevation sufficient to 
permit the passage of ships to the Customs 
House and adjoining quays. Whether the 
term '“ transporter ” legally covers such an 
alteration in design is at least open to 
question, and it may prove to be necessary 
that further legislation will be required to 
permit of the desired change in the plans 
and proposals embodied in the Act. 


EFFECT ON COLLEGE GREEN 
CONGESTION 


It is also interesting to recall the fact 
that opposition to the rebuilding of Butt 
Bridge was mainly based on the grounds 
that the position of the new bridge would 
tend rather to increase, than to relieve, 
traffic pressure in the College Green area. 
It was argued that a bridge on the east 
side of the Customs House would divert 
considerable traffic through the Westland 
row and Merrion street arteries. Experi- 
ence has shown that such opposition’ was 
well grounded. While the wider Butt 
Bridge has proved a local convenience, it 
has increased traffic difficulties not only in 
the College Green area, but—in a marked 
degree—Pearse street, which has become 
one of the most heavily trafficked 
thoroughfares in the city. 

In view of such experience it is difficult 
to understand the view of the Dublin 
County Surveyor, expressed early this 


week, that the second bridge provided for 


in the Act is unnecessary. Having regard 
to existing congestion and its inevitable 
growth in the immediate future it is hardly 
conceivable that any plan for the future 
development of Dublin, under the Town 
and Regional Planning Act, would fail to 
make provision for the eastern bridge and 
artery contemplated in the Act. It may, 
therefore, be presumed that such con- 
siderations will form the real subject 
matter for the conference which has now 
been summoned by the Port and Docks 
Board.

The Right Hoa. Sir Frank Gavan Duffy, 
Chef Justice of the High Court of the 


4 Commonwealth of Australia from 1931 uatil 


October last year, whose death in Melbourne 
yesterday is announced by The Times Mel- 
bourne correspondent, had been, befere his 
elevation to the Bench, both a distinguished 
practitioner and scholar in the law, and had 
won bis appointment as Chief Justice in 1931 
y nearly twenty years” sérvice as a pains- 
Tt and capable High Court judge. 

Unhke some who had filled the office of 
Chief Justice before him, notably his 
immediate predecessor, Sir Isaac Isaacs. whe 
became Governor-General of the Common- 
wealth, he was little known outside the 
province of the law. He never entered 
politics or took a prominent part in any 
ublic movement, but pursued through a long 
ife the even tenor of the Bar and Bench. 
From the days of his vehement father the 
name of Gavan Daffy was among the best- 
knows in Victoria, and his final distinction 
seemed natural and deserved. 

in himself Gavan Duffy was of an inde- 
pendent and energetic character, a little 
aloof, but bound by the warmest ties to 
those in his circle of friends. In his leisure 
he followed the pleasures of literature. ‘The 
vommonwealth has fost in him one who 
midea to the reputation of the High Court 
bry his terse and scholarly judgments and by 
lus sincerity. 
Born in Dublin in 1852, Sir Frank (Javan 
Duffy was the second son of Sir Charles Gavan 
Duffy, who, from being one of the leaders 
of the Young Ireland Party and founder of 
their organ, '“ The Nation,” emigrated to 
Australia, after some experience as a member 
of Parliament at Westminster, and rose to 
be #remier of Victoria.  Sefore becoming 
Vremier he was twice Minister of Land and 
Werks. 
Sir Frank Gavan Duffy was. educated at 
Stonyhurst College, England, and later at ine 
University ef Melbourne, where he strilied 
law. He was called to the.Bar in Victoria 
in 1874, and in 1913 he became a Justice of 
the High Court of. Australia, aíter a brilliant 
career at the Bar. He was made Chief Jus- 
tice in 1931. 
_ In 1901 he was made a King’s Counsel, aed 
in 1929 he was created K.C.M.G. In 1880 
he married Miss Ellen Mary Torr, and was 
the father of three sone.

tor the year ended 3lst March, 1933, 
was laid on the table of the Dail 
yesterday. Coming as it does nearly three 
and a half years after the-period which it 
purports to review, the report loses much of 
its interest. The volume *is considerably 
larger than the one which preceded it, due 
obviously to the greatly increased number of 
Customs duties imposed in the period, as 
well as the number of Emergency Duties’ 
Orders in connection with the economic war 
with Great Britain, which was started in the 
year under review. | 
During the year 1932-35 the revenue 
collected amounted to £30,382,300, of which 
—after drawbacks and other allowances had 
been paid—a sum of £22,729,000 ultimately 
reached the Exchequer. This amount was 
substantially higher than in any of the 
previous five years. 


THE COAL DUTY 


The 5s. duty on coal, which was first 
imposed on 26th July, 1932, brought in during 
the. year £205,210. This duty has been 
remitted during the present year. Imported 
newspapers and periodicals in the year paid 
a sum of £19,768 in Customs duty. Thé 
number of clubs registered in the Free State 
during the year was 254—four less than five 
years ago—and the amount of duty paid was 
£2,358. Receipts from firearms certificates 
amounted to 405. :
